day from Washington, which tell of 
a few decidedly unpleasant moments 
which Representative Young had with 
Hoover after the latter had read the 
North -Dakota's telegram home.

"Your telegram saying I advised

the committee to fix the price ot 
wheat at $1.C5 is a great injustice to 
me," said Hoover, when Mr. Young 
called upon him. 


"Did you advise a higher price?" 


asked Young. 


"No," declared Hoover, "I didn't ad- 


vise any price." 


Young then declared that someone 


in Hoover's department bad offered 
such advice, suggesting that the price 
be made $1.65 to (1.85 at Chicago, 
equivalent to $1.45 to $1.65 In North 
Dakota. 
He assured Hoover that if 


he had not recommended that "any 
price" be fixed for wheat he waa shirk- 
ing his responsibilities 


The fact seems to be that Represen- 


tative Young's telegram, which threw 
alt of .North Dakota in a turmoil, was 
based on something not much better 
than hearsay, or at best upon a sug- 
gestion of some undersecretary. Rep- 
resentative Young still insists that a 
low price for the northwest's wheat 
is the price fixing committee's idea ot 
war-time economy and efficiency, but 
•this is a matter which has not been 
decided to such an extent as to war- 
rant scaring the North Dakota grain- 
grower to death at this juncture.

cent ruling, fixes the time by stipu- 
lating that all children shall be vac- 
cinated 
before being admitted 
to 
school. 


1 .would ask you, therefore, to kind- 


ly enforce this mandate in the terri- 
tory over which you have Jurisdic- 
tion t>y notifying the different school 
boards and teachers, requesting them 
to inform the patrons of their schools 
to have all children vaccinated who 
do not present evidence of recent vac- 
cination, before entering the fall term 
of school.

further Instructed and ordered to ex- 
clude any pupil who has not complied 
with the vaccination law. 


Any violation by school directors
